First Meeting of Leaders 
It was the Drat meeting between 
the two.

than 16 years be has remained close 
at home for the most part, his last 
international parley being in Locar­ 
no eight years ago.

Within recent y ears a scarlet fe­ 
ver vaccine has been used as a pre­ 
ventive o f scarlet fever.

this vaccine is no t entirely success­ 
ful in all cases, its advo cates re­ 
gard it as o t great value in the 
majo rity o f instances. 
The vac­ 
cine is given to children who sho w 
a sensitivity to this disease. This 
is determined by the “Dick test."

resembles the "Shlck 
test," which Is used to determine 
a child’s susceptibility to diphthe­ 
ria. 
Unfo rtunately , there are many 
perso ns who o bject to vaccinatio n, 
serum Injectio ns and similar meas­

They Uke to believe, rather, 
that a painful operation has been m ade— an opera 
Don which will be of general benefit to the patient 
and all those about him. 
It la not pleasant to dwell 
on the possibility that the patient will prolong tbo 
m isery of reform by showing resentm ent against his 
doctor. The hurt of economy Is sharp and Inevitable. 
lf the governm ent were to walt until it could save 
money without pain, It still would be careening to­ 
ward bankruptcy.

The tim e hasn't come yet to seek a com plete an­ 
sw er tor what may be the new attitude of the m asses 
in the years to follow the collapse of the speculative 
boom that reached such dizzy heights In the Coolidge 
Hoover days. 
Predictions have been made and more 
wUl follow, but In good sense they m ust be discount 
ed until the speculators them selves give the answer. 
One com m entator has guessed that the nation has 
experienced its speculative era, with a conclusion so 
sad that there Is bound to be a reaction away from 
i t S tuart Chase, enlarging on this theory, has guess­ 
ed that the next era will he one of liberal spending. 
In the speculative boom, people learned the hazards 
of trying to prepare them selves for economic lnde 
pendence in the future. 
In the spending boom to 
come they will exam ine the com paratively untried 
possibilities of living well in the present, with less 
concentration on their w elfare In the future. 
Be­ 
cause there will be spending on an unprecedented 
scale, It will be the greatest era of prosperity tho 
country ever has experienced. 
Thus goes one guess. 
T here Is room for m any others; the field Is broad 
and fascinating, 
lu the prospect of the nation It is 
a question alm ost as vital as life itself, because :t 
will concern life so directly.

Highlights of Ohio History 
OHIO IN 1809. 
B. J. H. Galbraith. 
For The Associated Prest. 
In the sum m er of 1809 a very unusual honeymoon 
trip was m ade down the Ohio river from Pittsburgh 
to New Orleans.

ful in all cases, its advocates re­ 
gard it as of great value in the 
m ajority of Instances. 
The vac 
cine is given to children who show 
a sensitivity to this disease. 
This 
is determ ined by the "Dick test. 
It closely 
resem bles the "Shick 
test,'' which is used to determ ine 
a child's susceptibility to diphthe­ 
ria. 
Unfortunately, there 
are 
many 
persons who object to vaccination, 
serum injections and sim ilar meas­ 
ures used to p rotect against dis­ 


have ease. 
I cannot say too m uch as to 
the im portance of vaccination and 
injections as a protection against 
sm allpox and diphtheria and scar­ 
let fever, as well. 
Those Home Remedies 
A nother grave source of danger 
of scarlet fever is the comm on neg­ 
ligence and carelessness 
in 
the 
care of children suffering from this 
disease. 
Too often hom e rem edies 
are relied upon in the treatm en t of 
scarlet fever. 
In m any cases the 
physician is called only a fte r the 
dam age has been done. 
In addition to careful 
medical 
supervision, the child should be is­ 
olated from other children. 
The 
room should be quarantined from 
four to six weeks.

And let 
us ho pe tha t we ma y ha v e lea rned the 
v a lue o f the wo rds o f o ur tex t, ev en a s 
Pa ul wo uld ha v e ha d the Hebrews to 
lea rn — two tho usa nd y ea rs a g o ..

iA't us hold fast the profession of our faith without wavering; for He is 


faithful that promised. Hebrew 10-23 


Our text for today is the words of 
Paul when he exhorted the Hebrews 
to remain steadfast and loyal to God. 
Faith is the key word of our text 
And from more than ten thousand 
words listed in the cyclopedic con­ 
cordance of the writer’s Bible, and 
under which is found one or more 
scriptural references, it is interesting 
to note that by taking into account 
only such words as would indicate 
man’s character, we find the word 
“faith” heads the list in the number 
of references given. Hence it would 
appear that much importance may be 
attached to the key word of our text, 
which is “faith.” 
# 
Every worth while achievement in 
life has its origin in “faith.” Without 
“faith” there could be no progress. 
“Faith” is the dynamic power of the 
mind and heart. Paul knew the value 
of “faith” and he knew God; there­ 
fore he addressed the Hebrews in the 
language of our text. 
It is scarcely possible to overesti­ 
mate the value of “faith.” Doubtless, 
marvelous 
accomplishments 
have 
been recorded by reason of the inspi­ 


ration of “faith.” The writer believes 
that certain victories have come as a 
result of “faith,” when in reality the 
“faith” was in one who would have 
failed us, or one who could not have 
saved us in a crisis. 


It is very evident that many of us 
have failed to place our “faith” in 
Him whom Paul had in mind. In fair 
weather, we were inclined to forget 
God. 
In years of plenty we had a 
tendency to place “faith” in the god 
of material things. Such a tendency 
was increased with the passing of 
time while all was well. 
With no 
clouds in sight we had come to see no 
reason why we should not build upon 
the sands. Then came that day when 
the storm clouds gathered, and to our 
distress, we saw our building col­ 
lapse. Now we have come to realize 
that we had neglected Jehovah God. 
Like Peter, in the storm at sea, we 
have cried: “Lord, save us.” And let 
us hope that we may have learned the 
value of the words of our text, even as 
Paul would have had the Hebrews to 
learn — two thousand years ago. .
